Questionnaire Regarding Eating 
ed Agency Building. 


1. You have asked me to outline our thinking in connection 
with the subject questionnaire. 


2. The study of Cafeteria requirements was one of the 
special studies which the "Subcommittee on Space Requirements'' 
considered desirable . This study was not started, however, until 
the A-E representatives spent approximately 

10 day s in our headquarters reviewing all space requirements in 
the proposed headquarters facility. 


3. This study was determined to be necessary to develop 
information for which there was no other known available source. 
Chile statistical infoimation regarding the number of meals 
secured can be obtained from the GSI, and the volume of snack 
bar business can be determined through the Washington bociety ior 
the Blind, it would not be possible to determine from this data 
the number of people who currently carry their lunch from home or 
the number who might continue to do so if a more satisfactory eat- 
ing environment were provided. It would neither be possible to 
determine the number of people who currently leave the premises 
to obtain their lunches in commercial restaurants nor the number 
, iinong these who might continue to do so ii the building were 
located in an area where such facilities might be much less con- 
venient and accessible than they are in relation to our present 
buildings .

4. in a majority of the larger Departments and Agencies of 
the Government, table service is offered supplementary to the 
cafeteria facilities. CIA does not now have such service and 
there is no known source, other than by indication from the 
employees, from which a reasonable determination could be made . 
as a realistic basis for projecting plans to provide such service 
in the new building. Again, the factors of people carrying their 
lunches and eating in commercial establishments preclude any 
accurate estimate of the proportion oi these people who do tho-S 
merely to avoid what they consider to be the unpleasant environ- 
aw} 'inga fi' menus currently available. Furthermore,
